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Mr.  Kalman  and 
His  Legacy 


Even'  so  often,  there  is  one  person  who 
can  make  a  huge  difference;  one  person  who 
can  shape,  influence,  and  change  minds. 
There  is  an  individual  who  has  a  good  heart, 
a  strong  mind,  a  sense  of  loyalty  for  his  craft, 
and  a  love  for  teaching.  Students  were  this 
person's  priority.  His  passion  was  music. 

Mr.  Ronald  Kalman:  beloved  by  many,  not 
only  by  his  family,  but  by  many  students 
and  fellow  teachers  as  well.  He  was  a  gen¬ 
uine  teacher  and  true  leader. 

We  all  miss  his  stories,  special  little  syn¬ 
onyms,  and  analogies  during  band  and 
lessons  when  he  tried  to  explain  something 
technical  about  the  music.  His  classic  Pig 
and  Chicken  story  was,  "You're  driving 
down  the  highway,  and  you  see  a  billboard 
that  says,  'Ham  and  Eggs;  the  All-American 
Breakfast.'  Now  the  chicken  gave  up  his 
eggs.  However  the  pig  gave  it  all.  The  pig 
showed  true  commitment." 

Commitment  ...  that  was  Mr.  Kalman's 
key  word.  If  one  didn't  have  commitment, 
one  wouldn't  have  the  strength  to  succeed  in 
anything.  The  energy  he  put  into  the  band 
was  more  valuable  than  gold.  He  gave  us  the 
ammunition,  and  we  fired  it  with  our  con¬ 
certs  and  wonderful  half-time  shows. 
Whenever  anyone  would  go  up  to  him  and 
say  "Hey  Ron,  great  show.  You  did  a  great 
job,"  he  would  humbly  reply  "No  ...  it's  not 
me,  it's  the  kids." 
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Another  thing  that  Mr.  Kalman  taught  us 
was  teamwork.  He  always  told  us  that  this  is 
our  band,  not  his  band,  our  performance,  not 
his.  How  could  you  not  compliment  such  a 
great  man?  He  brought  the  level  of  playing  and 
cooperation  in  the  band  to  a  new  height. 

The  band  is  not  what  it  used  to  be.  You're  not 
considered  a  nerd  or  a  geek  if  you're  in  the 
band.  Band  is  an  experience  that  everyone 
should  take  part  in:  It's  an  adventure.  You  meet 
new  people  that  could  become  life  long  friends, 
and  play  beautiful  music  with  them.  Music  is 
an  art  form  that  conveys  sublime  expressions. 
Some  people  who  were  never  in  the  music 
department  at  all  will  look  back  at  us  years 
from  now  and  regret  that  they  were  not  a  part 
of  it.  Don't  lose  the  opportunity.  Take  full 
advantage  of  it  because  something  like  this  will 
never  happen  again. 

Quoting  the  famous  John  Williams,  "It  is 
interesting  that  sound  always  dominates  pic¬ 
ture.  If  you  are  in  any  doubt,  simply  drive 
around  in  a  car  with  the  radio  or  cassette  play¬ 
er  blasting  and  look  out  the  window.  The 
nature  of  music  affects  the  mood  of  what  you 
are  seeing.  It  is  never  the  other  way  around.  If 
you  play  happy  music,  even  some  fairly 
squalid  and  dispiriting  surroundings  appear 
more  cheerful.  If  you  play  sad  or  ominous 
music,  the  most  agreeable  vistas  assume  a  sin¬ 
ister  aspect."  It  is  music  that  does  this,  nothing 
else. 

Music  should  be  a  special  part  of  everyone's 
life.  Even  if  you  aren't  that  interested  in  per¬ 
forming  in  a  group  ...  give  it  a  try.  If  you  don't 
like  it,  then  just  listen  to  all  the  different  kinds 
of  music.  That's  what  is  important.  Be  appre¬ 
ciative  of  all  the  different  genres  of  music. 

Mr.  Kalman  stressed  this  to  everyone  as  well. 
He  wanted  a  well-rounded  education  for  all  of 
us.  He  wanted  us  to  be  successful  in  any  career 
choice  we  had  in  the  future.  He  backed  up 
everyone  and  encouraged  a  positive  attitude. 

Having  a  positive  outlook  about  the  future 
often  brings  positive  outcomes.  That's  some¬ 
thing  we  all  need  to  remember  when  thinking 
about  Mr.  Kalman.  He's  a  true  legend.  His 
memory  will  live  in  our  hearts  for  the  rest  of 
our  lives.

Reflecting  on  the  Unity 

"National  unity  in  confronting  a  crisis  is  not  uniquely  American.  But  it  is  something  we  do  better 
than  anyone  else  on  earth."  David  L.  Denver  Killingworth,  Connecticut  (TIME  magazine) 


It  wasn't  even  a  year  ago  that  Disney  released  Pearl  Harbor  in  the  movie  theaters.  U.S.  History 
II  students  took  a  field  trip  to  see  it  at  the  Tenplex.  For  most  of  us,  who  weren't  alive  when  it  hap¬ 
pened,  we  all  thought  how  horrible  something  like  that  would  be.  But  as  we  sat  in  those  movie 
theater  seats,  no  one  could  have  imagined  that  something  like  that  would  happen,  and  that  we 
would  only  be  a  river  away.  It  has  been  called  many  things:  "The  September  11th  Tragedy,"  "The 
Attack  on  America,"  "The  World  Trade  Center  Incident."  But  for  Paramus  and  the  members  of  our 
community  and  much  of  the  United  States,  the  events  of  September  11th  demonstrated  how 
Americans  pull  together  to  help  each  other  in  the  face  of  terror  and  tragedy. 

Parents  brought  their  children  home  early  on  that  tragic  Tuesday  morning.  On  a  day  like  that,  it 
was  almost  impossible  to  be  apart  from  the  ones  you  loved.  But  days  passed,  and  families  started 
to  give  their  love  to  others.  Paramus  High  School  started  to  unite.  There  seemed  to  be  a  new  found 
respect  for  each  other;  respect  not  for  any  other  reason  than  the  fact  that  we  were  all  human  beings. 
The  National  Honor  Society  ran  a  Benefit  Drive  for  the  NYC  rescue  effort.  Students  brought  in 
socks,  underclothing,  and  other  things  to  benefit  fellow  volunteers. 

Mr.  Piro  and  Mr.  Marchelle  joined  forces  to  run  a  candlelight  service  in  remembrance  of  those 
who  lost  their  lives  in  the  terrorist  attacks.  Students  and  faculty  brought  flashlights  from  home  and 
donated  them  to  the  task  force  in  Ground  Zero. 

The  entire  Paramus  High  School  student  body  congregated  in  the  main  gym  for  a  memorial  ser¬ 
vice.  Police  Chief  Majcher  spoke  to  the  students  and  explained  how  the  Paramus  Police  Force  came 
together  on  that  eventful  morning.  Our  principal,  Mr.  Snyder,  expressed  his  feelings  and  thoughts 
on  how  September  11th  affected  him  and  our  school. 

Water  cooler  jugs  lined  a  table  in  the  commons  area  filled  with  coins  and  dollar  bills.  Everyone 
in  the  school  came  to  dump  their  change,  and  for  some,  even  bills.  The  senior  class  raised  more 
money  than  anyone,  and  half  of  it  went  to  the  Diana  Pandolfo  Scholarship.  Diana  was  an  alumnus 
of  Paramus  High  School,  just  one  of  the  many  who  died  in  the  World  Trade  Center  buildings. 
Paramus  High  School  students,  maybe  for  the  first  time,  truly  became  a  reflection  of  humanity  at 
its  best. 

The  editors  of  the  43rd  volume  of  the  Paramus  Delphian  dedicate  these  pages  to  the  many  inno¬ 
cent  victims  who  lost  their  lives  and  the  brave  heroes  who  gave  theirs  on  the  morning  of 
September  11th,  2001.  They  will  not  be  forgotten,  but  forever  cherished  in  the  hearts  of  Paramus 
High  School  students  everywhere.
